REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: All the prior art 
references rely on imaging by radioactive markers or limit to fluorescent or organic dyes. 
The Mattrey patent (US 6,444,192) teaches using particulate contrasting agent and disfavors 
nanoscale particles. The Klaveness patent (US 6,159,445) teaches the use of nanoscale 
contrast agent, but there is no teaching of semiconductive material as the contrast agent. 
The Toida patent (US 6,636,755) teaches the use of near-infrared fluorophore. None of 
the prior art references of record teach or suggest a lymphatic imaging process by exciting 
the particle of semiconductor nanocrystal or quantum dot and detecting emission from the 
particle.
